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President’s Report. 

The Synodical year closing with the opening of this convention completes 
forty eventful years of Synodical history, during which time we have grown 
from a little handful of churches, the membership of which combined would 
not equal that of one of our larger churches, to our present prosperous propor- 
tions. When we began, forty years ago, the entire railroad mileage would not 
much more than make a line from our eastern to our western state border, and 
our charter members had to go to Synod largely overland. That was a very 
bumble beginning when our ministerial rol] embraced only seven ministers, 
five of whom were pastors; but they laid the foundation upon which we are 
still building, and the reports which will be submitted at this convention will 
contrast strangely with those meager ones of 1868. These contrasts should 
awaken within all of us a feeling of profound gratitude to God who has 
hitherto been our Ebenezer. 

Herewith I submit my official acts during the interim of conventions, to- 
gether with a digest of your reports on the State of the Church.

VACANT CHARGES. 

Effingham has been vacant since July, but has been supplied by its late 
pastor. To our mind, it was a mistake to separate Effingham and Valley 
Falls. 1 hope they can be reunited again as a pastoral charge. 

Hutchinson has been vacant since the first of August. 

New Cambria has been vacant since the middle of September. 
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Trinity Church, at Greenleaf, and the Messiah Church, at Barnes, with 
some help from the Mission Board, could again be gotten on a working basis 
I have been unable to hear from them. 

St. James’, near Abilene, and St. Paul’s Church, nine miles south of New 
Cambria, both have buildings, but the congregation at each point has practi- 
cally moved away. 

Grace Church, at Haskell, which has no property, has ‘to exist. 

In April, 1908, the Manchester Church, which has been to the 
Board of Church Extension, was sold by Dr. mere © the Methodists 
for the sum of $800.00. 

INSTALLATION. 

Rev. James H. Fetterolf was installed at Perth on the day he took charge, 
and for this service I appointed Rev. George S. Murphy to give the charge to 
the people and Rev. A. M. Reitzel to give the charge to the pastor. 


NEW ORGANIZATION, 

The Orion English Latheran Church was organized by Rev. John A. Bright 
on May toth, 1908, with 30 members. He was assisted by Rev. H. L. 
Yarger, D. D. They worship in a hall for which the Salina Church furnished 
the seating. This church applies for admission into the Synod. 


On the 25th of July, lightning struck the steeple of Excelsior Church of the 
Bunker Hill charge. The church, being in the country, had no fire protection, 
and the members had to stand by and see it burn to the ground. By heroic 
efforts they saved all of the seats, the organ and chancel furniture, and the 
doors and windows. Collecting $1,100.00 insurance, they went to work at 
once to build, adopting plans for a larger and better church. 


CORNER-STONES LAID. 

On the 26th of April, I assisted in laying” the corner-stone of St. Paul’s 
Church at Peabody. 

On the 25th of August, I laid the corner-stone of the Excelsior Church, of 
the Bunker Hill charge, and was assisted by Rev. C. F. Wiest. 

On Sunday, October 11th, the corner-stone of the new St. Mark’s Church, 
of Atchison, was laid, Rev. L. S. Keyser, D. D., assisting the pastor. 


PARSONAGE BUILT. 
The Campus Church completed a ‘neat, five-room parsonage shortly after 
the last convention of Synod, costing $1,400.00. 


DEDICATIONS AND NEW BUILDINGS. 


On the 15th of December, 1907, an elegant $10,000.00 addition to Trinity 
Church, of Abilene, was dedicated. The pastor was assisted by Drs. H. L.

On the 27th of September, the beautiful St Paal's Charch, in which wp 
meet, was dedicated in a very impressive service, conducted by the pastor, as- 
sisted by Rev. D. H. Bauslin, D. D., Rev. G. G. Clark and myself. Dr. 
Bauslin preached the dedication sermon and your President the post-dedication 
sermon. During these services, clerical vestments were worn for the first time 
in St. Paul’s Church. The structure is cothplete in every way, and cost, all 
told, $20,000. 00. 

On the 6th of September, Grace Church, of Kansas City, dedicated a neat 
wooden chapel, costing $1,100.00, and located at Twenty-seventh and Wabash 
Avenue. The pastor was assisted by Drs. H. L. Yarger and F. D. Altman. 
Owing to undesirable location, this congregation decided to abandon its 
church, at the corner of Fourteenth Street and Euclid Avenue, and moye 
farther out into a section not over-churched, and where there seems to be 
larger opportunities. | 
During the summer, the Children’s Memorial, of Kansas City, owing to un- 
desirable location, sold its church, on Admiral Boulevard, and purchased, for 
$2,000.00 cash, a lot 50 by 138 feet at the southeast corner of Independence 
and Brighton Avenues, on which they are at present erecting a neat frame 
church, costing $5,000.00, which they hope to have completed before winter, 
and to dedicate free from debt. | 

The new Excelsior Church is almost ready for dedication. The building 
is 30 by 50 feet, and will be equipped with furnace and gas lighting. The 
cost will be $3,000.00, all of which is already provided. 


THZ NEW WESTERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


Western Theological Seminary, for $10,000.00 cash. The building is not 
only commodious in size, but convenient and well! adapted to the needs of the 
Seminary. Dr. Altman, the President, has very wisely and successfully man- 
aged the purchase. 


PARSONAGE AT WASHINGTON. 


Hearing, through Rev. R. Richter, that there was paronage propery 
Washington, Washington County, Kan., which, ever since preaching has 
ceased there, had been rented and stil! is, | investigated the matter. The 
church, once there, was a ‘“‘school-house’’ church, and has disintegrated, 
with but one or two members remaining. The parsonage property is worth 
$600.00 or $700.00. At present, $281.60 taxes are charged against it, which 
the Commissioners agree to discount in the sum of $140.00, provided the 
property tax be redeemed soon. As Rev. I. B. Heisey lived near that city, 
I asked him to visit the place and investigate conditions. The remaining 
members are willing to deed the property to Kansas Synod. Mr. M. Reitzel, 
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a real estate dealer there, and brother of Rev. A. M. Reitzel, is willing to 
assist in adjusting matters. I would recommend that arrangements be made 
to dispose of the property by the Trustees 


AD INTERIM LICENSURE. ° 


In August, Mr. Arland Briggs wrote me, asking Kansas Synod if it would 
license him to preach in time for him te go to Africa with Rev. Will M. Beck 
of September. I wrote him, asking him why he did not apply 
= Synod, within whose territory he resided. He replied that 
Nebraska Synod could not license him, because its constitution permitted only 
img I took the matter up with our Examining Committee, according to 
Article VIII., Sec. 11 (a) of our constitution, stating the case, and all of the 
committee responded, recommending that, under the circumstances, | grant 
the request. Later, I learned that Nebraska Synod would meet on the gth of 
September, and I withheld signing the license and urged Mr. Briggs to go to 
Nebraska Synod and state his case there. Later Mr. Briggs decided to wait a 
year before he went to Africa. I hope this statement of the case will relieve me 
from any adverse criticism from Nebraska Synod, to which Synod some state- 
ment} were made in relation to myself which were very much in error. 


MEMORIAL TO MIDLAND COLLEGE. 

Adeeelling to the lnstrections of Syeed, I again presented your memorial to 
the Trustees of Midland College, petitioning for twice as many representa- 
tives as we formerly had. I took it up with them, this time, in writing, send- 
ing each member of the Board our formal petition, with the reasons why we 
desired to have it granted. One-half of what we have asked for was granted, 
which gives us one additional representative on the Board. 


TABITHA HOSPITAL, 
Inasmuch as the pastors seemed to have forgotten the Synod’s pledge to 
furnish a room in Tabitha Hospital, I appointed Rev. B. R. Lantz to raise 
the $75.00 promised. He will report at this convention.

DEATHS, 


I regret to chronicle the death of Rev. J. B. McAfee, D. D., one of the 
pioneers of Lutheranism in Kansas, and a charter member of this Synod, which 
took place at Topeka, on the 19th of May ; and also that of Mr. J. H. Berlin, 
who for three years was our Treasurer, for many years a Trustee, and at the 
time of his decease a member of one of our standing committees, a man, also, 
who, possibly more than any other, has been a delegate to the past conven- 
tions of Kansas Synod. 
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OFFICIAL VISITS. 

On the 17th of November, 1907, and again, on the gth of October, 1908, 
I visited St. Paul’s and St. John’s churches, of the Minneapolis charge. I 
spent a Sunday with the latter church, nine miles in the country, administer- 
ing the Holy Communion, and arranging for them to get Rev. J. H. Utesch for 
asupply. St. Paul’s Church, in Minneapolis, is disinclined to make any 
attempt to hold further service, in fact, no arrangements were made for my 
preaching to them when I arrived. They say it is no use to try longer to 
maintain a service. They have dwindled down to a few families, owing to 
deaths and removals. The members | interviewed declared themselves will- 
ing to deed both the church and parsonage over to the Synod, to be used in 
planting a church elsewhere. They have a good church building and a com- 
fortable parsonage, the latter being in good repair and rented regularly. 

At the urgent appeal of some Lutheran families, living fifteen miles north of 
| Leoti, Wichita County, asking for a church and Lutheran services, I visited 
them in March, giving them three days and preaching in a school-house. I 
baptized sixteen children and ministered to their sick. Half of them live in 
sod houses, and they told me they had not seen a Lutheran minister for fifteen 
years. Their hunger for the Lutheran gospel was affecting. However, I could 
not see any way for opening services, owing to the lack of other points where 
another church or two could be located so as to afford a living for a pastor. 

On the 20th of April I visited Hutchinson, and advised with the church 
council as to their needs. The church is in a critical condition. Its only sal- 
vation lies in getting a strong man there, who is equal to the needs of the 
place. 

On May 22d, I attended the funeral of Rev. J. B. McAfee in my official 
capacity, according to the by-laws of the Synod. 

On Sundays, July 12th and 19th, I supplied the Excelsior and Mt. Zion 
congregations of the Bunker Hil! charge, and on July 27th and 28th I preached 
for the Campus and Orion churches. 


CHURCH IMPROVEMENTS. 

Aside from the erection of new churches, I am pleased to note some other 
minor improvements over the Synod. 

Norcatur has installed a new organ and laid new carpets, and Long Island 
has reroofed its building and redecorated its interior. 

The new Cambria Church has beén reroofed, also its parsonage. A new 
lighting plart has been placed in the church. The cost was $400.00. 

The Eureka Church has installed a new heating plant. 

At Waterville, the church has erected a little home for the poor, at a cost 
of $400.00, 

New, beautiful, oak pews have been placed in the Zion Church at Bunker 
Hill, at a cost of $265.00. 

The Lawrence Church has been reroofed, its interior redecorated, which, 
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with other repairs, and the cancellation of a $200.00 note, represents an outlay 
of $615.00. 

The hes its cemetery and inclosed it, at an outlay 
of $218.00. 

hes plesk oni improved its 
belfry, at a cost of $900.00, 

The St. Joseph Church, after a heroic effort, has succeeded in raising a sub- 
scription more than covering its $3,000.00 debt to the Board of Church Ex- 
tension. It hopes to have all this collected in by the end of the year. 

The First Church, of Kansas City, has repaired its exterior. 

St. John’s, at Salina, has reseated its lecture-room with chairs. 

The Sedalia Church has paid $350.00 on its interest-bearing debt. 

Trinity Church, Kansas City, Kan., has improved its Sunday school room at 
a cost of $100.00, and paid a similar sum on its debt. 

Wellington has laid a new walk and placed city water in both the church and 


parsonage. 

Emporia has signalized a great triumph in the payment of a debt of twenty 
years’ standing, amounting to $2,100.00, to the Board of Church Extension. 

The Oklahoma City Church has paid $800.00 on its debt, laid a new carpet, 
and made other improvements costing $245.00. 

Besides these, there were improvements in some other charges, costing 
under $100.00. 

. ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

A careful examination of the reports on the State of the Church indicates 
the following conditions : 

One-half of our churches report the attendance growing, in two instances it 
is diminishing, and in the balance it is stationary. 

Three-fourths of our churches report the membership as using the means of 
grace faithfully. 

In the church attendance on the part of children and youth, one-third of 
our churches report it as good, another as fifty per cent., and the balance give 
discouraging reports. 

Few churches report any religious awakening out of the ordinary, and ten 
report that they hold no weekly prayer service, and five are reported as un- 
faithful in the presentation of their children for Christian baptism, and three 
report their children are not taught faithfully the catechism. All of the reports, 
with the exception of two, indicate that very few families, compared with the 
whole, observe family worship and give religious instruction in the. home. 

Every Sunday school, with the exception of one, is ‘‘ evergreen ’’—that is, 
open all the year. Many pastors want someone to solve the problem, ‘‘ How 
to hold the children for the church service following immediately the Sunday 
school,’’ for a great many report that the children go home from school and 
hence do not get into the habit of church attendance, which ofttimes continues 
after confirmation. | 
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One pastor, for very shame, failed to answer the question, ‘‘ What lesson 
helps do you use?”’ You can see who he is by consulting the reports which 
will be hung up for exhibition. Only three schools fail to co-operate in mis- 
sionary work by observing the special days, and only three or four churches 
report that they have no definite plan for raising the apportionment, and, of 
course, they do not raise it. I am glad to say that a larger proportion than usual 
have raised their apportionment in full, which indicates that we have a force 
of good men on the field. In this year of general prosperity, there seems but 
little excuse for failing to come up to the mark. Over a dozen of our churches 
do not have missionary societies, and a half dozen pastorates report that the 
pastor’s salary is not promptly paid, and but two of our missionaries make a 
reduction for missionary aid for the ensuing year. | 

CONCLUSION. 

As the time has now arrived for me to give back to you the responsibility 
entrusted to me, I do so with considerable relief, as the combined duties of 
this office and the preparation and publication of the ‘‘ History of Kansas 
Synod’’ have given me many trying and exacting duties, which have con- 
sumed so much of my time that ofttimes | found myself on the verge of rebel- 
‘authority and relieved of special responsibility. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. In order to decrease our printing bills, which have assumed frightful pro- 
poportions, and swamped our treasury, | would recommend a greater brevity 
in the preparation of reports, aiming to confine them to facts rather than obser- 
vations, in both Synod and woman’s convention. | 

2, That Section XII. (@) of our by-laws be so amended as to read, ‘Synod — 
shall elect three members,’’ and that we proceed to elect, as per this by-law, 
three members on Midland’s Board of Trustees, one for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years. 

3- That we renew our memorial to Midland’s Board, praying for one ad- 
ditional member on said Board, as contemplated in our former memorial. 

4- That we set apart a half hour for a memorial service in honor of Dr. Mc- 
Afee and Mr. Berlin.

Report of Committee on Laymen’s Movement. 

One year ago it was my pleasure to speak to you upon a subject which our 
Church had just recently recognized as one of vital importance to the success 
America. 

No one questions the wisdom of this timely movement among the laymen. 
Its object and purpose has been set before us, and it might be of interest to 
note the progress made in the work. The work has been carried on in 
twenty-four of our Synods, with the result that 550 churches have reported 
organizations to the general committee. 

In our own Synod twenty-one churches have taken some interest i in the 
work, while more than half of our number have manifested little or no interest. 
We take courage, however, in the knowledge that while many of our people 
have not expressed their good intentions in loud words, they have been doing 
some very effective work, as it appears that last year’s benevolent contribu- 
tions will be exceeded by more than $1,500.00. Whatever may have been 
the force among us, we say “* God-speed”’ and pray for the day when al! will 
realize the importance of more effective work. 
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As a member of the I appeal to every pastor and layman to unite 
in this work. Do not delay. Go forward. Do something, and you will get 
results. It is not : to have an elaborate organization at present. 
What we need is the q work of getting acquainted withahe situation, and 
as we progress, organization will follow. 


What we want now iis “* resulis.’’ We have not been living up to our 
opportunities and our obligations asa Church. The Church at large has a 
right to expect more us than we have been giving, and we will not be 
dealing fair if we do not support the various Boards of the Church. By the 
grace of God we live and move and have our being, and is it not right that 
we should give Him eof our dusy hours and days? If our work shall 
succeed, this must be di 

You can find in nearly every congregation men who will take up this work, 
if the matter is placed | before them in the proper light. Who will go from 
this meeting with the determination to do better work than he has done in the 
past? Let us all think the matter over, and when you get home, take time to 
write a few lines to your member of the General Committee, with some sug- 
gestions which will help the work along.

Report of Trustees of Midland College. 
An excellent interest in the college and its work was indicated by a fall 
meeting of the Board last June. Mr. A. J. Harni, who has served the Board 
s0 eficiently and faithfully for years, was re-elected President, and Mr. Leroy 
, the first graduate of the college, was also re-elected Secretary. 
faculty’s report indicated a successful year of college work, and the 
good health of faculty and students for the year is a cause for profound thariks- 
giving. 
The college commencement was held on Wednesday, one day earlier than- 
usual, thus enabling the Trustees all to enjoy the occasion. These exercises. 
are becoming more interesting each year. This year they were held‘on Oak 
Hall Lawn, and ex-Governor Baley, of Kansas, delivered the address, on the 
subject, “‘ The Aim of an Education.’’ 
The Trustees’ instructions to the faculty regarding the granting of the A. M. 
degree have been complied with, and the course is now open to applicants, 
who may secure conditions through correspondence with the faculty. 
Two important changes in the teaching force of the institution have occurred 
during the year. Miss Ida Mae Rieger, a Lutheran, replaces Miss Murray in 
charge of the department of public speaking, while Prof. A. B. Frizzel, of 
Harvatd University, replaces Prof. W. E. Anderson in the chair of Mathe- 
matics and Astronomy. 
The attendance for the year was about the same as the year before, there 
being a total net enrollment of 202—260 being listed, of these 58 were repe- 
titions. The college classes have an increase, while the Music Department 
shows a slight decrease. 
Some valuable additions have been made to the Science Department and the 
Library during the year. Excellent use is being made of the new Biological 
- Improvements on the property have been made for both the 
Young men and young ladies in the way of extra bath, laundry and water 
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privileges. In answer to « general petition of the students and at slight 
cost, an athletic director has been provided for, who has charge of al! indoo 
and outdoor athletics. The instructor also takes work in the college. 

The library endowment fund is being paid in slowly, but has not yet reached 
the amount to secure the authority of Mr. Carnegie to go forward with the erec- 
tion of the building. It willcome in due time. The subscriptions of the Synods 
and the college organizations were made on a five-year basis, And the sub- 
scriptions of the General Synod treasury, the Board of Education, Melanchthon 


' Fund, and some individuals, are only waiting a convenient time for their pay- 


ment, when the fund has been more nearly gathered. 

The amount of the fund now in the hands of the college Treasurer is suf- 
ficient for the granting of an appropriation each year for the of new 

A bequest of $5,000.00 from the late Rev. J. G. Griffith, D. D., for the 
erection of an assembly hall or chapel on the college campus, is available as 
soon aS an equal amount is set apart by the Trustees, so as to make a 
$10,000.00 improvement. 

The need of a suitable auditorium on the college grounds is as apparent as 
ithe need of a library building, and it is the earnest hope of your Trustees that 
some way may be devised to erect such a building during the coming year. 
There is no suitable enclosed place for the holding of chapel exercises, lec- 


_ tures, concerts, recitals, preaching services, or commencement exercises any- 
_ where in our building, or short of nearly a mile down town. 


A decided change for the better has been made in the college year and daily 


| recitation work at Midland, so as to have our course conform to the standardi- 
_ gation of the American college and university system in general. This has 


been done in accordance with a recommendation from the Kansas State Board 


_ of Education, and includes the doing away with the three term system and the 


dividing of the year into two semesters of eighteen and one-half weeks each, 
and the length of recitation periods from forty-five minutes to one hour each. 

The memorial tothe Board of Trustees from our Synod for a larger repre- 
sentation in that body was taken up and a readjustment made by which the 
number of members of the body was not increased, but the Synocds were as- 
signed one additional representative each, and the Alumni Association, leaving 
only ten members of the Board self-perpetuating. The member of the Board 
assigned to be elected by the Synod was Mr. C. J. Erickson. 

The Trustees at their last meeting made it the duty of the members of the 
faculty each to spend some time during the summer vacation canvassing our field 
for students. 

The faculty report to the Trustees contained a request for a solicitor to be 
placed in the field. Instead of granting this request, it was decided to relieve 
the President as much as possible from class work, so as to have his more 
efficient service in the field.

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that our pastors in their various fields give such aid and co-operation to the 
President of the college as will enable him to do efficient work in securing 
students and funds for Midland. |

Josiah B. McAfee, born in Pennsylvania, August 8th, 1830, died at his country 
home, near Topeka Kan., May 19th, 1908, aged seventy-eight years; and 
Bro. J. H. Berlin, born in Pennsylvania, in 1841, died at his home in Atchison, 
Kan., April 2d, 1908, aged sixty-seven years. Therefore, be it 
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Resolved, That in the death of these two good men the Synod of Kansas 
mourns as for her true friends. 

Brother McAfee came to Kansas in 1855, preached, taught school, farmed, 
fought for his country from 1862 to 1865. He was instrumental! in organizing 
the first five Lutheran congregations in Kansas. He was the only surviving 
charter member of our Synod residing within its bounds. 

Brother Berlin, a charter member of St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Atchison, 
Kan., a prominent and efficient business man in his city, elder and Treasurer 
of the church, six years Treasurer of this Synod, a Trustee of Midland College, 
and very much interested in all the educational and financial work of the

Report of Committee on Temperance. 
In thé midst of our enthusiasm for the development of our national defences 
against external foes, we have awakened to realize that our greatest foe dwells 
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among us in the form of the American saloon, under whose wings are hatched 
and fostered all the vile brood of human vices, and which is the cause of a 
very large percentage of the pauperism and crime of our land. 

The license system is no better now than it was in the days of Leo X., when 
in a different form it aroused the indignation of Luther and became a potent 
cause of the reformation. It is a disgrace to twentieth century civilization, and 
every true Lutheran, and, indeed, every Christian should set himself against 
it, until not a single licensed saloon—not a single vestige of the license system— 
is left among us. 

The saloon has all but invaded the sanctuary. ‘With its ungodly allies, the 
Sunday theatre and Sunday baseball, it has led and is leading thousands from 
the path of purity and piety. 

It is a matter for rejoicing and thanksgiving to God that such marvelous 
progress is being made against the enemy. That at present about one-half of 
our eighty millions of people are living under prohibition, and that enemy of all 
righteousness, the saloon, is realizing that the end of the traffic is at hand. In 
a recent issue of one of the most important publications of the saloon interests, 
it was admitted that the business must soon be driven within the limits of the 
large cities. 

The Sunday saloon and theatre are among the worst forms of the evil, and 
we note with gratitude and rejoicing the progress that has been made in the 
enforcement of Sunday closing laws. We most heartily commend the efforts 
and enforcing law. 

_ The need of the hour is Federal protection of prohibition territory, in some 
such form as was proposed by a bill in the last congress. We are in hearty 
accord with the movement to put a man in the position of Speaker of the 
House who will not block action on these reform measures. 

Every member of the Kansas Synod should ally himself with the forces that 
make for righteousness along these lines, and seek, by teaching and preaching, in 
public and private, to develop sentiment against the saloon and intemperance, 
against Sunday desecration, the Sunday theatre and Sunday baseball, and in favor 
of men in public office who realize the importance of morality and religion. 

It is a matter of satisfaction to all right-thinking people that the nominees 
for governor of our commonwealth of both the leading political parties are men 
who have declared themselves favorably and publicly for the suppression of 
the liquor traffic.

Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


Aid has been granted during the past year, in part or in whole, to the fol- 
lowing charges: Bunker Hill; Effingham; Garnett ; Hutchinson; Grace, 
Memorial and Trinity, Kansas City ; Oklahoma City ; Ottawa ; Sedalia ; Wel- 
lington and Whitewater. A brief reference to the needs of these charges is in 
order. 

Bunker Hill.—Daring the year a couple of months’ aid was given. The 
burning of the Excelsior Church has worked a hardship on the charge, and 
they beg to be helped in the sum of $100.00. They have called a new pastor 
in the person of Rev. J. Kuhn, of St. Elmo, Ill., who will be on the ground 
in a couple of weeks. 

Effingham.—During the year this charge received $250.00. At present it 
is vacant, although supplied now and then by its last pastor. They express 
themselves as doubting their ability of ever becoming self-sustaining separate 
from another church, and maintain that it was a mistake to separate them from 
Valley Falls as a pastorate; and further, that it is their wish to be reunited 
with Valley Falls, as formerly, provided the lattes church concurs. It is 
the opinion of your committee that this charge ought to be reunited, when aid, 
possibly, in the sum of $100.00 would tide them through the year. We rec- 
ommend that the President of Synod urge the consummation of this end, and 
that Dr. Dysinger be requested to use his good offices in effecting this union. 

Garnett.—St. Paul’s Mission has had a fair year, with a struggle to make 
ends meet, owing to their small numbers. The meager salary they are giving 
their pastor makes it almost impossible to keep the church supplied. They 
ask $100.00 again. Grace Church has disbanded and is dropped from the 
Synod’s roll. 

Kansas City, Grace.—This charch recently removed into a new locality, 
found itself compelled to ask for aid. In the interim of Synod they applied 
for $500.00 for the first year and $250.00 for the second year, when they felt 
sure they could again assume self-support. Your committee endorsed their 
application, and the pastor was commissioned on the first of July. 

Kansas City, Memorial.—Owing to the necessity of removal to another part 
of the city, Memorial Church will have to have $400.00 again this year. The 
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moving and the erection of a new church and irregular services have tended 
to somewhat disturb their finances, but they are confident, when they get into 
their new church, that affairs will assume normal conditions and their pros- 
perity will be assured. 

Kansas City, Trinity.—This mission has made progress, evinced in their 
cutting down their requisition for aid. They ask for $480.00 for the ensuing 


This charge received $100.00 last year and asks the 
same amount for the coming year. 

Hutchinson. — Zion Church is vacant. It is one of the trying points 
among our missions on account of its long continuance as a mission and its lack 
of growth. We recommend that the Board of Home Missions send its Field 
Secretary to Hutchinson to investigate the conditions there, and if at all en- 
couraging, that the Board send a strong man there and give the mission one 
more trial, appropriating for its help such a sum as may be necessary. 

Oklahoma City.-—This mission has made good progress during the year, 
assuming $100.00 more of its own support. It asks $500.00 for the ensuing 
year and hopes to materially decrease this in the near future. 

Ottawa.—St. Paul's, of Ottawa, has been making good progress, and this 
coming year decreases its request for help from $175.00 to $100.00, and one 
year hence they express their willingness to assume self-support. 

Sedaiia.—Trinity Church has voluntarily decreased its request for aid from 
$390.00 to $375.00. They have their seasons of discouragement, but are 
looking for better things during the ensuing year. 

Wellington. —St. John’s decreases its request for aid in the sum of $50.00 
and asks for $100.00 for the ensuing year. 

Whitewater.—Zion Church is in a smal] town in which the support is so 
this year to make ends 
meet. 

NEW POINTS. 

According to the instruction of Synod your committee arranged to have a 
careful canvass of Pittsburg, Kan., and Tulsa, Okla., to ascertain how promis- 
ing these cities were for establishing missions in them. 

In May, we sent Rev. J. H. Utesch to Pittsburg, who made a careful 
house-to-house canvass, locating all the Lutheran materia! in the city. On 
Sunday Rev. Dr. Sifferd assisted him in holding services there. Both these 
brethren reported the field ripe, and a list of some over thirty names of people 
ready to enter an organization. 

About the same time we sent Dr. H. L. Yarger and Rev. George Beis- 
wanger to Tulsa, who made a canvass of that city and reported over thirty 
people ready to enter an organization, and some of these were enthusiastic 
General Synod people. We sent the Board of Home Missions the reports of 
these brethren, informing the Board of our willingness to assist in the support 
of these fields and urging them to take up these points at once. erie] 
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replied that, owing to their exhausted treasury, they could help only one 
point. As Tulsa was the more promising point, we chose that. The people 
there asked that Rev. Charles Armstrong be sent them as their missionary. 
At first, Dr. Armstrong declined to consider the place, after a visit to the field. 
Then later he accepted a call subject to the consent of his people to let him 
off, His congregation refused to accept his resignation and Dr. Armstrong 
declined our call. This consumed nearly three months’ time. Later, your 
committee and the Board offered the place to Revs. E. E. Stauffer, A. M, 
Reitzel and Dr. J. A. Lowe. The two first named declined the call. Dr. 
Lowe visited the field on the fourth instant, and while declaring the field a 
good one and ripe for the reaping, declined to accept acall. It is with the 
keenest disappointment that your committee reports its failure to get this field 
occupied before this session of Synod. It is sincerely hoped we may be able 
to get a man located in the near future. 

. Wichita.—A delegation of earnest Lutheran people from Wichita has come 
to this Synod asking that a church be organized there and assuring that it can 
be started with fifty members. The Home Mission Board has for a long time 
desired to occupy Wichita, considering it as a strategic point into which many 
of our Lutheran people move to be lost to our Church. We recommend that 
the place be canvassed at once under the direction of the President of Synod, 
aided by neighboring pastors, with a view of organizing. 

Campus.—The organization of a church at Campus and at Orion, the erec- 
tion of a church at the former place and a parsonage as per the last two reports 
of the President, were done without any Home Mission aid. Owing to the 
tuination of crops by hail this new charge is in distress and begs for some help. 
We recommend that the sum of $120.00 for this year be given them, taken 
from our Synodical Home Mission funds in hand. 

Of the $400.00 pledged one year ago for Synodical Home Missions we re- 
gret to say that only $223.00 was paid. We recommend that the chairman of 
this committee make efforts to collect the unpaid pledges. 

Cedar Springs.—In view of the work done by Mr. William Calvert at 
Cedar Springs, a suburb of Kansas City, Mo., and since Mr. Calvert has been 
put under the direction of the President of Synod, we recommend the work at 
Cedar Springs to the President’s care and attention. 

It is a pleasure to report that the entire apportionment for Home Missions 
was practically raised this year, the shortage consisting of only $8.75 ; this, of 
course, not counting the $223.00 extra raised for special Synodica! Missions. 

We recommend that a ‘‘ Synodical Home Mission Day’’ be observed by 
each of our churches, and that an offering be taken for Synodical Missions.

Report of Trustees of Tabitha Home. 

The past year has been one of peculiar hardship to Tabitha Home. This 
has been due to the launching of the hospital, that splendid enterprise which 
we confidently believe will be the future pride of our Church. The remodel- 
ing of the building has involved an expenditure of money far beyond the first 
calculations. The improvements have been made at a cost of $25,000.00. 
The present indebtedness, including the liabilities incurred when our Church 
accepted Tabitha Home, is about $35,000.00. To cover this indebtedness, the 
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Board of Trustees, upon the advice of its attorney, has issued 680 bonds, at 
$50.00 par value, bearing five per cent. interest, and guaranteed by a first 
mortgage on the property, which has been appraised at $65,000.00. 

The hospital was dedicated with appropriate ceremonies, Friday, September 
4th, 1908. The Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., presided. The Hon. William 
J. Bryan delivered the principal address to a large crowd of 800 people. Prior 
to his address Mr. Bryan selected one of the choicest rooms in the building 
and ordered it, furnished in the best possible manner at his expense. 

The hospital has one of the finest equipments in the West. The operating- 
rooms are the pride of the institution and the admiration of all who see them. 
The rooms are all newly furnished, mainly by congregations and individuals 
of the Lutheran Church. Kansas Synod has furnished three rooms ; one by 
the Synod, one by the Salina Church, and one by the King’s Daughters of St. 
Joseph. 

The hospital must necessarily be the principal department of Tabitha Home 
for some years to come. With the completion of the steam-heating plant 
and the appointment of a competent medical staff, we look for the hospital to 
become a source of large revenue to the Home. The possibilities in this 
‘direction are evident from the amount of money already received from the few 
patients who have been successfully treated. 

During the year we have cared for 25 old people and to children. On 
account of the unsettled conditions incident to remodeling we have not made 
special efforts to increase this number. The Board has in mind, however, to 
admit others as rapidly as circumstances will admit. The old folks especially 
have been subjected to great inconveniences on account of repairs. These, 
with the lack of heat, have affected their health to some extent. 

We are happy to report that, after long delay, a superintendent for the 
Home has been secured in the person of the Rev. G. Mueller, President of the 
German Nebraska Synod. | 

We recommend that Synod approve the bond issue and encourage the sale 
of bonds that the pressing claims of the Home may be met.

Report of Committee on Literary and Theological Institutions. 

With reference to the Western Theological Seminary we are pleased to. 
report that during the past year 20 young men were under instruction in that 
institution, 14 of whom were in the regular classified departments. Five of 
these were graduated at the last commencement, 4 from the English Depart- 
ment, and 1 from the German. The present term has opened with 14 regu- 
larly matriculated students. 

During the past year our congregations have sent to the Treasurer of Synod 
$230.00 to apply on the Synod’s obligation for seminary endowment. The 
total amount paid on this subscription of $1,500.00 is $600.00 in the three 
years this matter has been before our churches, being not quite the average to 
be maintained in order to complete the fund in the time set. We recommend 
the apportionment of seven cents be continued for the current year. 

We commend the action of the Board of Education in purchasing a property 
for the Western Theological Seminary, and thereby giving a permanent loca- 
tion to that institution. We are glad that the location has been made at . 
Atchison, in harmony with previous recommendations of this Synod, where, in 
the interest of economy and efficiency, our educational work in this Central 
West should be centered. We also congratulate the seminary in that so 
splendid a home has been secured for it. 

The interests pertaining to the literary institution on our territory have 
been presented to Synod through its representative on the Board of Trustees. 
We recommend that in the future the committee be entitled, ‘‘ Committee on 
Western Theological Seminary.’’

President’s Report. 
Dear SISTERs : 

Again, under the care of our loving heavenly Father, we are met in our 
annual convention to report on and discuss the great work of our Master’s 
kingdom. 

With each passing year the responsibility that rests upon the Church seems 
to grow heavier ; the great burden of the unsaved grows weightier, and we teel 
we must do more and more to speed the gospel! into all lands. St. Paul says we 
are indebted to all men. We have something they do not have—a something 


so precious and great that the joy of its possession is unspeakable. 


“ Salvation, oh, the joyful sound ! 
"Tis music in our ears, 
A sov'reign balm for every wound, 
A cordial for our fears. 


* Salvation, oh, thou bleeding Lamb! 
To Thee the praise belongs, 
Our hearts shal! kindle at Thy name, 
Thy name inspire our songs.” 


How pitiable the condition of those who know not the precious name of 
And especially how sad is the condition of woman in the lands where 
our Saviour is not known. Is it not strange that when we realize what the 
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gospel has done for woman that so many of our sisters in the Church should 
remain indifferent to the loud call that comes to all to work for the benefit 
of those yet in darkness. But at the very name missions or missionary society 
some shrug their shoulders and turn away as if it were something to be 
avoided. 

How can anyone enjoy the blessing of God and know there are so many 
millions yet in degradation and without hope of life eternal? Are we in the 
true Church of Christ if we are not trying to give the gospel to those who do 
not have it? And why should anyone hesitate to engage in this blessed work ? 
Have not the greatest men and women for centuries given their time and 
thought and means to it? What enterprise in the world to-day is doing so 
much for mankind? It is the most gigantic work in the world, employing 
more men and more agencies and influencing more lives than any other enter- 
prise to-day. 

The world is beginning to see that it owes something to this work. As the 
whole human family is linked together by telegraph and other means of com- 
munication, the world is learning more and more that only where the gospel 
is known are the people happy and prosperous. 

The value of mission work to mankind is being studied, and the missionaries 
are getting more and more their just dues. Mr. Ellis, who was sent to in- 
vestigate and report on the real results of mission work in foreign countries, 
has given such unqualified endorsement of it that many critics have been 
silenced. Formerly every disturbance in foreign countries was blamed on the 
missionaries. But not so now. We have, to-day, the unique spectacle 
of two candidates for the highest office in our land vieing with each other in 
lauding the work of the missionaries in foreign lands. Viewed from a worldly 
standpoint the world owes much to missions. 

The missionaries have gone to the continents and the islands of the sea and 
have opened the way for commerce. They have traversed unknown lands, 
and have left geographies and scientific notes of great value—as Livingston and 
Moffat in Africa, and Henry Martyn in Persia. 

Who have taken the art of healing to the nations, and through Christian hos- 
pitals brought health to many bodies? The missionaries of the cross. Who 
have established schools and colleges for the education of these ignorant nations ? 
The missionaries of the cross. But above and beyond all this, who can fully 
portray the benefit that has come to the souls of the millions rejoicing on earth 
and in heaven to-day as the result of missionary labors? And the great 
Lutheran Church has played no little part in this great work—Ziegenbalg, 
Schwartz, Hans Egede—what illustrious names in the missionary world ! 
Nor is our Church lacking to-day in its number of faithful and efficient mis- 
sionaries. 

To be true to the history and traditions of our Church we must be mis- 
sionary in spirit. And I feel sure the women of the Church will continue as 
worthy successors to those gone before in cherishing this spirit in the Church 
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The last year has witnessed decided activity in our mission work at home 
and abroad. Three young missionaries have letely sailed for India, among 
them a brother and sister, who have consecrated their lives to their Master, 
and three new missionaries have also gone to our field in Africa. 

In the home field two new missions have been added to the list during the 
year, making a total of thirty-three missions now assisted by our women. 
While the General Secretary reports larger giving than ever, there are stil! 
deficits in the pledges of $2,000.00 each to South Omaha and Long Beach. 
Have all of us done our share? 

The magazine, Lutheran Woman's Work, which has met with success far 
beyond expectations, has had almost a year of existence, and has proved to be 
the one thing needed to develop and unify our work. It has given inspiration 
and impetus to all lines of our mission work. It has kept us informed as we 
have never been before—for it is a veritable storehouse of good things, the 
knowledge of which keeps us active, alert and zealous in the service where- 
unto we are called. | 
We present the report of our own Synodica! work with both joy and sorrow ; 
glad for what has been accomplished by our women, but regret more has not 
been done to advance mission study amongst our young people and children. 
I do not wish to encroach upon the reports of the various officers and secre- 
taries, but it is gratifying to note some of the encouraging features of the 
year’s work. We notice an increase of $20.85 in the Thank-offering this year 
over that of last year, and we are pleased to see also an increase of $31.65 in 
‘the Christmas offering. 

While these increases in the special offerings are encouraging, we regret 
there was not larger giving for the General Fund, from which the larger part 
of all the expenses of both Home and Foreign work are taken. Inasmuch as 
in the last two years $500.00 each year was raised for the endowment of a bed 
in the India Hospital, it shows we have not reached the limit of our giving 
this year. 

However, through the efforts of our Box-work Committee, a splendid box 
was prepared and sent to our missionaries in Africa, all of which came from 
special contributions. 

While all we desired in our financial endeavors was not realized, we are 
happy to report three new organizations and the promise of one in December. 

We feel that much of the gain in this direction is due to the very efficient 
service of our Field Secretary, Mrs. Helen C. Beegle, who worked so ardu- 
ously during the warm month of June throughout our Synod. 

We are made to rejoice over the organization of a Woman’s Home and For- 
eign Missionary Society in Zion Evangelical Lutheran Church, Beloit, Kan., 
on August 9th, with 18 charter members. We heartily welcome these dear 
sisters into our ranks, and believe they wil! soon grow into a strong organiza- 
tion under the leadership of their earnest pastor and wife. 

On June 27th, the Mission Band of Peabody was reorganized, reporting 
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18 members. Mrs. S. L. Tibbens is Superintendent. We are pleased to 
enroll this society again, wishing them God-speed and praying their example 
may be followed by others. 

It was with pleasure we received word a week ago that the Altar Guild, of 
St. Joseph, had become a Helpers’ Circle. They report much interest in the 
Mission Study, and also a pledge of $5.00 to missions. They are under the 
direction of Miss Nora Nelson. 

It is our earnest wish that more of our young people will be induced to 
adopt the Helpers’ Circle plan and become better informed on the subject of 
missions. 

Bunker Hill reports that they will become a full-fledged missionary society 
in December. The women of that congregation gave liberally towards the 
Box-work and other objectsthis year. In former years, in the early days of 
our Synodical work, a society existed in Bunker Hill, and we are gratitied to 
know they will resume work there. 

Though it has been ‘‘ line upon line ’’ and ‘‘ precept upon precept,’’ and as 
. a result our work is better organized every year, in order that the coming year 
may witness greater things, the following suggestions are offered : 

1. In behalf of the General Fund, Thank-offering and Christmas offering, 
we ask your continued generosity. 

2. That we be liberal in giving to the special objects placed before us by 
the Executive Committee. While there is nothing compulsory in our giving, 
the Executive Committee pledge certain amounts, feeling sure the women are 
interested enough to respond to their appeals. 

3. That efforts be made to organize Mission Study Classes in connection 
with our Luther League and Christian Endeavor Societies. 

4. That prayerful and loyal! support be given our magazine, and that we do 
all we can to give every woman in our Church an opportunity to become a 
subscriber. 

5. That in of the service rendered us by Mrs. Helen C. Beegle, 
we tender her 4 rising vote of thanks, and the Corresponding Secretary be in- 
structed to write to her acquainting her of the fact. 


RECOMMENDATION, 


We would rej that the Kansas Synodical Society memorialize the 
General Society to adopt the system as used by the General Synod of paying 
the traveling expenses of the duly-elected delegates of the several Synodica! 
Societies to General Convention, the same being taken out of its own treasury 
from a fund established for that . 

Let us take courage from what has been accomplished in the past year, and 
in faith, prayer and sacrifice go forward expecting greater results for the future.

Report of Thank-Offering Secretary. 

Our gathering in Synodical convention to-day means to us the summing up 
of last year’s work, to count the debits and credits of sacrifice and love, to 
estimate our profit and loss. 

Another year of patient toil 

A few sheaves from the rocky soil, 
May seem not much to thee ; 

But all the work is with the Lord, 


And thine exceeding great reward

The Thank-offering work the past year has been most encouraging. More 


-- —— 
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literature has been distributed and more people have been reached than dur. 
ing any previous year. This, with the earnest prayers of our sisters, cannot 
help but bring the best of results. But in many ways we can improve. 

We first can do just a little more individually. After all, it is personal 
work that counts. The success of the Thank-offering Department depends 
more largely than we think upon each one of us in her personal service and 
sacrifice. It is for us to remember that this is the one of many departments 
which lays emphasis upon this kind of service, the aggregate of which means 
so much to the general missionary work of the Church. God's commission 
and blessing are first to the individual. 

Your Secretary has kept in touch with most of our societies, and the reports 
are in every way an improvement over those of last year. This improvement 
is in a large measure due to the public Thank-offering service. We must give 
greater publicity to our Thank-offering spirit and work. The Thank-offering 
report blank prepared by our General Secretary secures not only a uniform re- 
port, but will aid in putting the-society in motion for a pud/ic service. By all 
means, let us urge and encourage the fué/ic Thank-offering service. 

Then, too, our literature is more helpful than in former years. The little 
leaflet, “‘ Thank-offering, Questions and Answers,’’ prepared by Mrs. Bond, 
is a timely and effective aid. It deserves a careful study and a wide circula- 
tion. Your Secretary sent a large number of these to our societies and to the 
pastors in whose parishes there is no Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary 
Society. These were accompanied with a letter requesting the holding of a 
public Thank-offering service and the advice to report programs to your Secre- 
tary and forward moneys to our Treasurer. Of our 22 societies, 4 did not 
answer our communications, and but one reported no Thank-offering service. 
Offerings reported, $203.11. This year St. Joseph takes the lead with an 
offering of $22.60. Emporia is next, with $21.65. Indeed, all have done 
exceedingly well, and with the evident growing interest, next year wil! be the 


best of all.

One year with its sunshine and shadows has passed since we last met in 
annual convention. nly yesterday it seems since that beautifu! October day, 
in the city of Ottawa, when fond farewells were spoken and life-long friend- 
ships were pledged, and yet a year of life and opportunity has passed into eter- 
nity, and we are again assembled in convention to recount our successes or 


failures. In the work, Madam President, which you gave me, I feel that I — 


have failed to accomplish anything. Perhaps not wholly through my own 
fault, for I have tried to accomplish something along the line of Home De- 
partment work. In the beginning of the year I wrote to each auxiliary enclos- 
ing a leaflet describing the work and have received only four replies, and not 
a tingle favorable one. Our Waterville society tried the plan, but find that, 
while the ones to whom we gave the work like the literature and the plan, it 
fails to interest them enough to inquire any further to ask to become active 
members of the missionary society. 

For some reason this work does not appeal to Kansas women. Is it because 
we are not able as a society to keep up an interest in so many organizations 
and rather have fewer organizations which may be stronger in support and 
appreciation? And another reason may be that the workers (I say workers, 
for all members are not workers) are so few. So many women have not the 
time to give to help this work along and properly superintend it, and conse- 
quently it may be our fault as a missionary society. 

I am sure it is a grand thing to be able to keep up the study of the beautiful 
lessons in our own homes, when, for various reasons, we are unable to attend 
the regular monthly meetings. Whatever the reason, | have not been able to 
find it. Thanking you for the honor conferred upon me in this appointment, 
I lay it down for more competent hands, hoping more wil! be accomplished in 
the coming year.

To all of you a very hearty greeting ! 


| It would certainly give me very great pleasure if I could be personally pre- 
| gent at the convention and respond verbally with the little I have to say when 
| the German Secretary is called upon to give a report of the year’s work, but 
| circumstances forbid this and so I will try to convey it to you by this means. 
| For the first time since the society honored me with this trust, I am happy 
| to say that I can bring you something more than excuses and elaborate 
explanations. And yet the credit does not belong to me. 

From the beginning I have directed my energies towards the German 
Nebraska Synod, for the reason that all the German congregations on this 
territory are in that Synod. However, my work bore no direct proof, yet I 
have kept on sowing the seed as best I could. 

When Mrs. Beegle, Field Secretary, visited these Western States last year, 
she stopped in a number of the German congregations and was able to 
organize one society; this in Hooper, Neb. If you will allow me to say 
it, in addition to the hearty co-operation of the pastor, in this congregation 
she found among its members, several former Midland students, which fact 
proved helpful. One of these students became President of the little society. 

Now, that this lone little new society might not become discouraged, Mrs. 
Beegle asked the Hanover, Kan., Society to join with it, to form a nucleus 
around which the work might grow in the future. A Corresponding Secretary 
and Treasurer were appointed to represent the newly-formed Synodica! soci 
ety, by the Executive Committee, and so far the work has been progressing 
very nicely. They are prompt in sending their quarterly remittances and seem 
| im every way interested. 
4g I had the pleasure of visiting at Hooper during the past summer, and was 
=f delighted with the enthusiasm of the m embers of this society. In their meet- 
ings they follow the programs as outlined in the Lutheran Woman's Work, 
g the books which treat of the lessons for the year. They find the work 
together very interesting and beneficial. One lady remarked to me that she 
had in all her previous life not heard and learned as much about mission work 
as she had gleaned in the short time that she had been a member of the 
Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society, and that she would not be 
willing to give it up now, after one year’s trial, for anything. 

With this beginning, the future looks to me brighter than ever before.

This necessitated 
‘somewhat different arrangements from any that have previously obtained in our 
Synodical box-work, and deprives this convention of the pleasure of seeing the 
contents of the box and participating in the exercise heretofore qssociated with 
this feature of Christian mercy which the Kansas Synodical Society practices. 


The chairman of your committee, appointed to attend the details of this 


‘effort, issued a circular letter in June, in each of which was enclosed a leaflet 
secured from the General Chairman, Mr. Ianzsche, giving a detailed statement 
of what was needed, and requesting that all goods and money be sent to the 


yout commited at Salina early in August. The: societies were 


given entire liberty as to the quantity of material and amount of money they 
should donate. Two special requests, however, were presented. One was 
that a cash contribution should accompany the offering of goods; the other 
that each society should include a special gift for one of the missionaries 
laboring in our mission in Africa, including the gentlemen. The sum of money 
desired to be raised was $75.00. How near we came to achieving that result 
the report following will reveal. 


The interest manifested in this, the first Synodical box that this society has 


packed for the Foreign field, was very gratifying and commendable. With a 
few exceptions all societies participated in the work of filling this box and con- 
tributing to the cash fund. This was a case where a good deed was not 


spoiled by ungraciousness or reluctance. I believe it was a willing, cheerful

SECTION 1. The officers shall be elected by ballot at the morning session 
of the last day of the annual meeting, a majority vote being necessary to an 
election. 

SECTION 2. No lady shall be eligible to any office for a longer period than 
two consecutive years. 


ARTICLE 

The officers shall constitute an Executive Committee, whose duty it shall 
be to exercise supervision throughout the year, and fill all vacancies in office 
or committee. 

ARTICLE I1V.—INcIpENTAL Funp. 

Section 1. Auxiliaries shall contribute twenty cents per member annually 

towards an incidental fund and the expense of a delegate to the Biennial Con- 


SECTION 2. The expenses of the administration throughout the year, also 
the traveling expenses of the President, Recording and Corresponding Secre- 
taries, Treasurer and Delegate of the Synodical Literature Committee to the 
Annual Convention, shall be paid from this fund. 


ARTICLE V.—SynopicaL DELEGATE. 
The auxiliaries shall elect their Delegates to the Synodical Conventions in 
August, and report to the Synodical President immediately.
